Press)—Fuehrer Adolf Hitler opened 
the “war or peace” conference of 
Europe’s four chief statesmen today 
with the declaration that Saturday is 
the inflexible deadline for the entry of 
German troops into Czechoslovakia. 

The conference is ready, informed 
French circles believed, to make Ger- 
man occupation of the Eger district on 
Saturday the price of peace. The 
French favor having the troops in 
peace time instead of war time kit. 

German circles also suggested that 
much of the sting would be taken from 
the occupation for the Czechs if the | 
troops march in forage caps and light 
equipment instead of steel helmets and 
war equipment.

RED BLUFF, ‘W) — Philip Bancroft. 
Republican nominee for the U. S. Sen- 
ate, said in a campaign speech today 
that “rich people and corporations with 
big tax bills.” and not the poor, stand 
a chance of profiting from the 30-war- 
rants-every Thursday pension plan.

366 Checks Paid In County 
For August; $32,141 Since 
Plan Became Operative 


SACRAMENTO—More than fifteen 
million loaves of bread. or seven mil- 
lion pounds of meat could be purchased 
with the monthly disbursal of unem- 
ployment insurance benefits in Cali- 
fornia. 

This announcement was made today 
by James L. Matthews. chairman of 
the California Unemployment Reserves 
Commission. who said that during the 
month of August. claimants in this 
state received $2.289.581.28 
insurance checks. 

“Carrying the purchasing power of 
this amount of money even fur- 
ther,” Matthews said. “it would buy 
about ninety-one million pounds of po- 
tatoes, or about forty-five million 
pounds ot sugar.

“The money disbursed by the Com- 
mission would purchase in the neigh- 
borhood of eighty thousand suits of 
clothes, or nearly a half million pair 
of shoes.” 

Matthews pointed out that up to 
August 31, the Commission had dis- 
triouted $14,530,963.16 in unemployment 
compensation checks to workers of Cal- 
ifornia. 

“Of course.” he declared, “the 
monthly money is not spent on any 
one item. but these estimates give us 
a general idea of the vast purchasing 
| power behind the thousands of checks 
mailed out of our Sacramento office 
weekly. 

“And our surveys show the money 1s 
being replaced in the trade channels 
of the state. and is being spent for 
the actual necessities of life.” 

Funds disbursed in El Dorado coun- 
ty during August totaled $3,657.56, in 
366 checks. 

Since the plan became operative, 
3.072 checks have been paid in El Do- 
rado County aggregating $32,141.92 
which is two-tenths of one per cent 
of the total paid in the state.
